fainil}- pig as well as by the family 
children ; that in tho majority of cases 
. .a.vpry Jsjpugj?..ofj giud .faced tho door, 
and that^tlii} utmost' hn'isery of appear- 
ance characterizeil every dwelling.,'.'. 
Ho adds that ho had boon in' 
many lands, and had soon many 
so - called oppresiicd [leople .-i. 
homo, but ho declare.i that ncithni in 
the JluKsian steppes \wv in the most ne- 
glaotod Bulgaritta villages, still lo.-is in 
the very poorest Hindoo haraletH, had 
he ever seen such squalid kraals as the 
farmers of this part of llayo inhabit. 
They are not hidden away from publie 
view, but front tho high road, a di'ead- 
ful testimony to mismanagnmoiit and 
nncleanlincss such ns can be met v. iih 
nowhere elso. An ntlii^cr of imc of ht'i 
Majesty's regiments, who lately servt-d 
with honor in Zululand, declared fo the 
writer that not oven in tho wni-st parts 
of Ceteyawo's dominions did he oome 
"acrbsH anythih'g so Ijad ns on Lord 
Ebks's esta'to. 'Tliia correspondent, be 
it understood, is not writing for an 
Irish'hational nor for an Irisli- Ameri- 
can paper. He is writing to tho Lon- 
don Daily Telcgrapk. a CoiLservative 
journal of wide circulation and tho- 
roughly English in tone and sentiment. 
This deplorable picture ajipeals to 
humanity cvcrysvhere ; and we beliere 
that a large measuve of I'eiiet' v.ill l)e 
the outcome of tho. present agitation if 
the peoplo can bo hold in check. Rut, 
as was remarked at the start, the Irish 
people seem about to mako n grave 
mibtako. Parneli-'s most recent speech 
we regard as very indiscreet and likely 
to injure the cause in which ho labors.

Sevenil Chiniimeii who cume out to 
work on the Yide-Savonu contract were 
inducsd to abandon-tlioir engiagcmcnt last 
summer and go to Onriboo. Near Ques- 
iiolmouth they joined a parly of their 
couiitryineu whom thoy found at work on 
a hillside or bencli overlooking Fnisor 
river. These raw Chinamen, who had 
never soon a piece of gt>ld before in all 
their lives, much less worked a rocker or 
set a string of sluices, pitched in heartily 
at their novi- employment. Tlioy packed 
water in the true Chiiicso fashion from 
tho river to tho summit of one of • the 
higliest benches while othci-s rocked the 
dirt. From .fune until November the 
party, eight in number, worked faithfully. 
On Saturday last th«y arrived in town on 
their way back to China bearing between 
them upwards of Si2ri,000 as the product 
of their summer work. I'rctty good this 
for greenhorns. l'"our of tlieao men sail- 
ed from Canton less than nine months 
ago and they are about to return with a 
sum that will make them independent for 
tho romaindor of their days. If results 
so flattering can be accomplished by a 
primitive method of mining, what might 
not bo done if water is conducted to tho 
benches that line Frasor river from Ques- 
nolmouth to Yale Hud tho hydi'nullu sys- 
tem of mining, which is working a revo- 
lution in Cariboo, intfoduccd there ?
